DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on March 16, 2007. As 
directed by the amendment: claims 1 , 4-7, and 9 have been amended, claims 2 and 3 
have been cancelled, and no new claims have been added. Thus, claims 1 and 4-11 
are presently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an apparatus 
for reverse iontophoresis comprising a pigment membrane disposed on a sensor chip, a 
light irradiating source, and a light sensor as claimed is not taught nor suggested by the 
prior art of record.
